The Chinese Treaty with the UDited 
Statesi 



The Wasbingtoa correspondent'of tho 
Boston Journal gives tbe following 
synopsis of the artiolea of tbe treaty nego- 
tiated by tbe Ohiness Embassy and Secre- 
tary Seward : 

It ia now understood that the negotia- 
tions were concerning additional articles 
of tho treaty of Juno I8th, 1868, and 
that those articles wore signed on the 4th 
iopt., by William H. Seward on the part 
of tbo United States, and by Aoaon Bur- 
lingame, Envoy Extraordinary, and Chi 
Rung nnd Sua Oiiia-Koa, Assuciatod 
High Envoys of the Emperor of China. 
There nro nine additional articles which 
have thus been agreed npon, and which 
are now before the Senate of the United 
States for rutiQcaliou. 

Article ono declares that the Emperor 
of China, in making concessions to tbe 
subjects of Foreign Powers of tho priv- 
ilege of residing on certain tracts of land, 
or resorting to certain waters of that 

relinquished his right of eminent domain 
over said land and waters, and will not 
permit hostilities or surrender bis right of 
jurisdiction over person or property there 
ou. 

Article two Btipnlates that any privi> 
lego or iinraunity in respfct to trade or 
navigation within the Ghineso dominions, 
which may not have been stipulated by 
treat?,.,'!jia.U.Ji.'UflE!W.'5P.'-?^.4.?. the discrstion 
of the Chinese Government, and may bo 
regulated by it accordingly, but not in a 
innnner inincompatible with treaty slipu- 
luiions. 

Article three provides that tho Emperor 
of China shall have the right to appoint 
Consnls at ports of the United States, 
who 8hi\ll enjoy tho samo privileges and 
immunities us those which are enjoyed by 
public law and treaty in the United 
Stales by the OoDsats of Great Britain 
and Russia. 

Article fonr provides that citizens of 
tbe United States in China, of every re- 
ligions persuasion, and Chiuose subjects in 
the United States, shall enjoy liberty of 
conscience, and shall bo exempt from all 
disability or persecution on account of 
their religious faith or worship in either 
country. Cemeteries of whatever nation* 
ality shall be held in respect and free 
from disturbance. 

Article five recognizes the right of men 
to change homo and allegiance, bat 
condens any other than an entirely volun- 
tary emigration for these purposes. 

Article six provides that citizens of the 
two nations shall enjoy in tbe other the 
same privileges, immunities or exemptions 
ill respect to travel or residence as may 
there bo enjoyed by the citizeua of the 
most favored nations. 

Article seven recognizes the necessity 
for representative coins having a common 
value, and also a common standard of 
weight nnd measnres for all countries. 

Article eight provides that Chinese 
subjects shall bo admitted to all schools 
and colloyes of tbo United States with- 
out being subject to any religious or 
political test, and also anthorizes citizens 
of tbe United States to maintain schools 
Ul those places in China where foreigners 
are permitted to reside. 

Article nine sets forth that tho United 
States, always diaclaiiniag and disavow-, 
ing all intervention by one natien in tht 
oCfdirs of another, does disclaim and disa- 
vow any intention or right to interfere in 
the domestic administration of China. 
[There is evidently someibing omitted 
here in regard to the construction of rail, 
rui'.da, trdegraphs, or other material ia^ 
lernal improvements.] On the other 
hand, his Majesty tbe Emperor of China 
reserves to himself the right to decide the 
time nnd manner and circumstances of 
introducing such improvements within his 
dominions. With this mutual under- 
slandiiiir. it. i.s inrrpod t.iuit if ii>n Tr'..i..„-r'-.
